Keport of the \chool Board. 


Different schools have shown different degrees of success 
the past year. We cannot always get teachers of equal eflici- 
ency. ‘here was no school which it would not have been 
profitable for all the scholars to attend and to obey the teacher. 

An evil in some places is the dismissing of pupils before 
the close of a session. This is advisable for the youngest 
only. The others need all the time our short school year gives 
them, and their work should be so arranged as to make the 
whole session profitable. 7 

Instruction in manners is seldom given in our schools. 
Teachers are urged not to neglect this important subject. In 
our primary schools the teacher should devise ways and means 
of instructing the little ones. In our mixed and grammar 
schools we believe politeness should be taught as thoroughly as 
the regular lessons, especially as regards entering and leaving 
the room, laughing at mistakes, and conduct on the street when 
going to and returning from school. 

We have adopted vertical writing for beginners, following 
the example of most of the cities and larger towns, ‘The points 
in its favor are that it is more easily and rapidly written and 
read, and is more favorable to eyesight and a healthy position 
while writing. 

Regarding the size of school rooms, it is held by authori- 
ties that where there is proper ventilation, 145 feet of floor 


space and 200 feet of air space per scholar are sufficient. We 
give in our statistics the number of pupils each of our rooms 
will accommodate by this rule, assuming that grammar schools 
need one-fifth more and primary schools one-fifth less space than 
the average, and leave the people to judge what enlargements, 
if any, are needed. 

The annual examination of teachers will be held at East 
Northwood school house June 4, at 9, A. M. Teachers who 
have attended one or more of our written examinations may 
have new certificates based on our estimate of their work. 
Certificates given on special examinations are good only till the 
next annual examination. . 

The privilege of visiting schools is hereby limited to one 
day in the spring term. Visits must be to schools approved 
by the visiting committee. A school day is six hours. Some 
teachers have seemed to use this privilege merely as a way of 
getting pay for a day’s’work without doing it. 

In view of the ever-recurring difficulties about conveyance 
of pupils, we will discuss that matter a little. | Under the old 
system prior to 1886, there was a law permitting a small amount 
of aid to families more than a mile and a half from school, sub- 
ject to two conditions ; the district must have voted to allow it, and 
not more than one tenth of the school money could be so used. 
Attendance was not required of families living more than two 
miles away. The law thus seemed to recognize that families* 
should not be required to send more than two miles without 
help, and that there might be cases, presumably of feeble chil- 
dren in wealthy districts, where a small amount of aid should be 
given to families more than a mile and a half away. 

As is well known, all this has been superseded by the 
Public Statutes of 1891, which require that schools shall be’ 
maintained at such times and places as will best serve the educa- 
tional interests of the town; that they shall be in school houses 


when the town has suitable ones ; that all must have equal advant- 
ages as nearly as may be practicable ; and that alimited amount 
may be paid for conveyance. ‘There is nothing to show under 
what circumstances money should be paid for conveyance ex- 
cept the requirement to give equal advantages. Of course 
there is no such thing as giving equal advantages as regards 
distance from school. In Northwood, all the boards seem to 
have held that when the distance is such that a child of ordina- 
ry health can walk it, he has practically equal advantages ; but 
when it is so great that the time and team of the parent” must 
be used to carry him, this is an inequality for which some com- 
pensation should be allowed. None of the boards of the past 
have paid for conveyance for less than two miles ; and if any of 
the future ones are more favorable, it will not be likely to be 
to parties that have caused the closing of their own sehool by 
refusing to send to it.
